The dealers on August 1 agreed to 
open their respective places of busi- 
ness at 6 a. m. and close at 7 p. m., 
on week days, and to open at 8 a. m, 
on Sundays and close at noon.

Minimum’ Wages  Esti- 
mated by Companies To 
Exceed 40 Centsan Hour. 
Roosevelt Approves.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—(Satur- 
day)—(#)—Hugh S. Johnson, the 
NRA chief, early today announced 
that an agreement had been reached 
upon a code of fair competition for 
the rich steel industry. 

The agreement had been read to 
President Roosevelt ‘over the  tele- 
phone and. was approved by him. in 
addition to Johnson, the steel industry 
and the labor advisory board of the 

It provided a 40-hour work week 
averaged over a three months’ period 
with maximum per employe of 48 
hours and a six-day week. 

On or after November 1, 1933, as 
soon as production reaches 60 per 
cent capacity, the 8-hour day for all 
employees ‘except supervisory, techni- 
cal and emergency ‘is provided. 

The agreement cited that a general 
increase of 15 per cent had been made 
in wages since July 1, : 

“Minimum wages fixed in the code 
are estimated by steel companies to 
exceed an average of 40 cents per 
hour,” the text of the agreement said. 

“This results from the fact that 


higher minimum wWages than those 
fixed in the code are paid to large 
groups of common labor.” 

The agreement continued: 

“Code to be effective for 90-days as 
a trial period t6é determine effect. 

“Provisions for three representa- 
tives of NRA to receive full infor- 
fation, with access to necessary rec- 


ords, to meet with board of directors-

Legion Wins 


In Bloody Strife With Berbers 


Courageous Moroccan Tribesmen Yield to 


Heavy 


Superior Force Only After Inflicting 


Losses. 


RABAT, Morocco, Aug. 
Sniped at continually a desperate 
Berber tribesmen, 25,000 French na- 
tive troops and foreign legionnaires 
methodically mopped up today around 
‘Djebel Badou, last stronghold of the 
wild Berbers. 

Heavy fighting with severe losses 
on both sides were reported in latest 
dispatches as the French, determined 
to clean up the Atlas region before 
winter, pressed on against the Berber 
dissidents. 

Djebel Badou was surrounded and 
the surrender of the last rebels there 
was expected shortly. Meanwhile, the 
mountain peak Koucher was slipping 
from the rebels’ grip. The noted chief 
Moulay Abselmen, a dissident against 
French rule since 1912, surrendered 
with his followers. 

Although only the cornered rem- 
nants of six die-hard tribes were still 
fighting, recent battles have been the 
severest in France’s 25-year campaign 
to pacify Morocco. About 250 French 
troops were reported killed in the past 
week, Four converging columns of 


la, Meknes and eastern Morocco, en- 
circled the last of the dissidents on 
the slopes and in the ravines of the 
high Atlas chain, 175 miles southeast 
of Rabat. 

Foreign legionnaires, infantrymen, 
cavalry, artillery and native riflemen 
toil up tortuous trails under the ter- 
rific sun by day and the bitter cold of 
night. The famous French 75-guns 
were laboriously hauled up for com- 
bat, while airplanes  reconnoitered 
overhead. 

As the rebels were slowly caught 
between the French lines, advancing 
at times over a front of 30 miles long, 
audacious raiding parties were sent 
back to harrass the French and even 
to pillage the conquered camps of fel- 
low tribesmen. 

A dozen or twenty hooded Berbers, 
headed by a chieftain chosen for his

It was in such a raid that Lieu- 
tenant Henri Mangin, 29-year-old son 
of the late great General Charles 
Mangin, who commanded American 
troops in the World War, was killed 
recently. 

Guh-running along the African 
coast was believed keeping the Ber- 
bers provided with smuggled weapons. 

Women-stealing, slave-trading Moor- 

ish and Arabian bandits riding the 
stretches of sand dunes, which with 
scattered palm trees form desolate 
Mauritania, were suspected of supply- 
ing some of the illicit guns by devious 
trading across the Sahara. 
_ Rio de Oro, Spanish colony adjoin- 
ing Mauritania, was suspected of be- 
ing one spot where the smugglers 
were operating. 

Even if all Morocco is pacified this 
year, the French have no assurance 
that it will remain so. Among the 
Berbers, a proud race of nomads who 
prize liberty above all else, are admit- 
ted to be vengeful warriors, unwilling 
to settle down to the pastoral lives of 
shepherds. 

Loss of their rifles, which are taken 
from them as soon as they surrender 
to the French, is their greatest grief. 
The rifle is the central theme in much 
Berber poetry, which associates it 
with fiberty and love.

FLMO HAMBY DIES 
IN LAKE AGCIDENT 


Newspaperman Knocked 
Unconscious, Drowned 
When Boat Overturns. / 


Struck in the head as the speed 
boat he was piloting turned over, El- 
mo Randolph Hamby, 25, assistant 
manager of the Atlanta office of In- 
ternational News Service, Friday aft- 
ernoon died in Lake Rabun before 
companions could get him to shofe. 

Hamby was on a vacation visit to 
Press Haven, the retreat of the Geor- 
gia Press Association at Lakemont, 
accompanied by Jere Hagen and 
Charles Shonesy, Atlanta newspa- 
permen. Hagen informed Hamby’s 
family that the news service man’s 
band slipped from the motor's handle 
and the boat, thrown off balance, 
swerved and turned over. 

The boat was half a mile from 
either shore and two miles from the 
boathouse and was moving at an ap- 
proximate rate of 15 miles an hour 
when it overturned, it was said. Ham- 
by was struck with considerable force 
either by the metal hull or the. pro- 
-pellor in falling into the water, but 
his body floated until rescue boats 
arrived, He was still - breathing 
slightly when pulled into the newly 
arrived boat, and it was believed that 
he had little water in his lungs, but 
efforts to revive him failed.

Hamby and his friends left Atlan- 
ta Monday afternoon for Lakemont, 
and had planned to return Sunday. 
His father, J. A. Hamby, said that 
before Hamby left home he warned 
him to be careful at the lake, al- 
though he could swim.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(/))—A 
denial that the recent decline in money 
in circulation was brought about by 
any attempt of the federal reserve 
board or banks to curtail currency was 
made by Governor Eugene R. Black in 
a letter made public today by Sen- 
ator Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, who 
recently called upon the federal reserve 


head to increase money in circulation 
through the open market policy. 
Referring to the movement of hoard- 


bank holiday and to the return by 
member. federal reserve banks of funds 
they had borrowed in anticipation of 
withdrawals when the banks reopened, 
Black wrote Thomas: 

“This return flow of currency has 
greatly strengthened the banking situ- 
ation and increased the banks’ ability 
to serve commerce, industry and agri- 
culture, the money redeposited by 
banks in reserve banks being available 
for these purposes,” 

Contracting Policy. 
Thomas said the federal reserve had 
been following a policy of contracting 
currency and credit, and that the re- 
turn movement to the federal reserve 
meant -banks were trying to become 
100 per cent liquid and were not mak- 
ing money easier for lending purposes, 
but instead were continuing to force 
collections. He asserted this situation 
was the opposite of that contemplated 
under the inflationary power given the 
president. 

Black wrote: 

“The recent decline in money ‘in 
circulation, ... was. not brought about 
by any attempt or purpose of either 
the federal reserve banks or the fed- 
eral reserve board to curtail the ag- 


‘gregate amount of currency, and did 


not reflect a withdrawal of funds 
from the public by the reserve banks, 
but the return flow to. these. banks 
of currency that had taken flight into 
hoards and not-only was serving no 
useful purpose but represented a de- 
crease of bank deposits that was 
placing a heavy strain en the banks. 
Currency Increases. 

“On the contrary it is believed that 
currency actually in use by the public 
has increased by a substantial sum 
since March.”

The cabinet action was taken a 
short time after the bodies of four 
men, their skulls crushed, had been 
found buried in horse stalls at Atares 
Fortress, where political prisoners 
were confined during the Machado ad- 
ministration. Two of the men had 
been missing approximately one year. 

The bodies were located by army 
officers and members of the A B © 
secret society who dug according to 
plans the source of which was not 
divulged.

POONA, India, Aug. 18.—(4)—As 
Mahatma Gandhi. entered the third 
day of his “fast until death” the gov- 
ernment of India announced today that 
it was prepared to liberate him if 
he abandoned civil disobedience. 

The mabatma began to show signs 
of weakness, although his voice re- 
mained strong. Reports from Yeroda 
jail, where he is serving one year for 
his disobedience campaign, were that 
he had started saving his strength by 
staying in bed, attended only by his 
secretary. 

A government communique said the 
administration was satisfied that the 
facilities allowed the nationalist lead- 
er were ample to enable him to con- 
duct such work in behalf of the un- 
touchables as was reasonable in the 
circumstances. 

If the mahatma feels that life ceases 
to interest him. and if he feels that 
he may not do his work without let or 
hindrance, then the government is pre- 
pared to set him at liberty, the com- 
munique said. provided he is willing to 
abandon all civil disobedience and in- 
citements. At liberty, the statement 
said, he might devote himself wholly 
without restriction to the cause of so- 
cial reform.

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BEER, WINE RAISE 


$70,000,000 M ore Than 
Same Month Year Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—-()— 


Aided by $16,444,957 for beer and 
wine, the government’s tax collections 
for July rose $70,000,000 above the 
returns a year ago. 

The internal revenue bureau said 


today the receipts also were larger 
than for June, except for income 
taxes as quarterly payments are made 
in that month. 

The beer and wine total compared 
with $13,753,793 for June, showin 
an increase both in the sales levy an 
license fees. 

Collections from all sources for July 
aggregated $131,115,696 compared 
with 251,600,097 in June. In the lat- 
ter month, however, income taxes to- 
taled $146,574,827, while in July 
they were only $11,963, 

The first tax on agricultural proc- 
essed articles was collected last month 
and that on wheat products amounted 
to $383,088. 

Stock market activity in July. was 
reflected in collections from trans- 
fers of stock which brought in $7,673.- 
345 as compared to $6,199,113 report- 
ed in June. 

The gasoline tax brought in $15,- 
799,053 as compared with $10,929,738 
in June; automobiles and motorcycles 
oy $3,743,538 as compared with 
2,014,407; tires and tubes $3,623,940 
compared with $2,219,959 ; wenareas 
telephone and radio taxes $1,685,306 
compared with $1,160,754, and checks 
$3,473,443 compared with $3,233,862. 

Tobacco taxes dropped, however, 
amounting to $34,861,805 as com- 

ared with $44,368,772 in June and 
$34,498,889 in July a year ago. 

The increase in the manufacturers’ 
excise taxes collected in July as com- 
nared with July a year ago, when the 
first payments under the billion-dollar 
tax bill were being received, showed 
the growth in this form of revenue. 

They amounted to $35,531,583 as 
compared with $1,394,114 in July, 


Taxes imposed by the national] in- 
dustrial recovery act made their first 
appearance in the list of collections, 
the levy on dividends returning $658,- 
417 and capital stock tax $7,858,008. 

The capital stock tax is a levy of 
$1 for each $1,000 of adjusted de- 
clared value of capital stock of do- 
mestic corporations. 

The dividend tax imposes a tax of 
& per cent on the receipt of dividends 
by any person other than a domestic 
corporation which must be deducted 
and withheld by the payor corpora- 
tion,

statement by T. M. Linder, his execu- 
tive secretary: 

“When I received the telegram from 
Senator George last night outlining 
the McDonald plan of turning the 
highway money over to Georgia, I was 
very much surprised. 

“I am satisfied that this was not 
the proposition of Senator George or 
of the Georgia delegation. I am also 
satisfied that it was not by any inti- 
mation the plan of the president. 

_“I think the whole Georgia delega- 
tion and the president wish to see 
Georgia get her pro rata part of the 
federal funds, just as the other states 
receive them without any strings tied 
to it and without the humiliation of 
a dictatorship. 

“If it takes time for Georgia to be 
treated right we are not in a hurry. 
This statement expresses the senti- 
ments of the members of the highway 
board and of myself as governor.” 

Not Acceptable. 

The governor, Chairman J. J. 
Mangham and other members of the 
state highway board made it plain 
that they will forego any further at- 
tempts to obtain: immediate release 
of the fund if it comes into the state 
under a plan which will provide a 
different federal government set-up 
than that in other states sharing in 
the fund. 

Chairman Mangham, who at first 
said he believed the plan did not call 
for any additional supérvision than 
the government now exercises, said 
Friday that after a study of the con- 
ditions that the plan as proposed was 
not acceptable to his board. 

“The federal government already 
has engineers supervising the work 
done by the highway board with fed- 
eral funds,” Mr. Mangham said. “If 
these engineers are not satisfactory 
they should be fired. Governor Tal- 
madge and the state highway board 
will not submit to any plan which 
will subordinate the board.” 

Mr. Mangham said he felt that the 
fund would come to the state in due 
time and that there would be nothing 
gained by submission to extraordinary 
conditions. 

Board’s Status Defended. 

“The matter of the legality of the 
present highway board is in the 
courts and we have no doubt as to 
the ultimate decision,” Mr, Mangham 
said. “That my associates and [ are 
duly constituted members of the high- 
way board will be settled to the sat- 
isfaction of all by the courts and the 
federal government then can have no 
reason or excuse for withholding the 
fund.

IMPASSE OVER FUND

gia congressional delegation, discusse:| 
the proposal with President Roosevelt 
yesterday and gained the ch’ef execu- 
tive’s approval of the administrator 
plan, subject to the consent of Gov- 
ernor Talmadge. 
Supervising Engineer Proposed. 
Specifically, the plan which ad- 
ministration officials here cxpressed

ernor Talmadge took the position that 
it was not necessary for the federal 
government to go beyond its present 
policy of supervising highway expend- 
itures and that to do so in the case 
of Georgia would amount to unwar- 
ranted discrimination. 

In communications dispatched to 
Senator George from the state capital 
at Atlanta, he indicated that nothing 
short of complete recognition of the 
state highway department as it is 
presently constituted would be ac- 
ceptable to him. In no event, he said, 
would he consent to the federal gov- 
ernment sending a representative to 
Georgia with full authority over the 
State board, which, he insisted, should 
continue the right to execute author- 
ity to initiate state road improvement 
projects. At the same time he raised 
no objection, of course, to the govern- 
ment continuing its past policy of 
finally passing on projects before con- 
tracts are awarded. 

George To See MacDonald. 

_ Senator George, who has acted as 
intermediary between the administra- 
tion here and the governor at Atlan- 
ta over the controversy, did not con- 
fer further with Mr. MacDonald to- 
day, but is expected to discuss the 
situation with him again tomorrow. 
He ‘nevertheless has taken a firm 
hand in insisting that the funds 
should be released to the state im- 
mediately, regardless of the ultimate 
outcome of the litigation over the 
right of the governor to oust, members 
of the board. 

Governor Talmadge, in declining to 
assent to the plan for a temporary 
solution of the problem, is understood 
to have been guided by the fear of 
some of his friends that one of the 
group of former engineers of the state 
board whom he ousted might be 
named as the government adminis- 
trator or supervisor of the Georgia 
fund. Such an appointment, of 
course, would be interpreted as a 
back-hand blow and would be made a 
subject of political emploitation and 
exuberance by his enemies in the 
state. Iie naturally would not be ex- 
pected to make himself a party to 
such a _err 

Whether the administration would 
consent to such action béing taken is 
not known, but is highly doubtful, 
especially should the matter be laid 
before President Roosevelt for guid- 


ance. 
Chief Engineer Silent. 

At the same time, hovever, Chief 

MacDonald in discussing the situa- 
tion today with The Constitution 
Washington representative, said he 
would make no prior commitments as 
to the person who might be named to 
supervise Georgia highway expendi- 
tures if the proposed plan is adopted. 
He declared that the bureau of pub- 
lic roads would reserve the right to 
exercise its own discretion in the 
matter. 
_Mr. MacDonald also threw further 
light on the situation by outlining, 
as he saw it, the scope of authority 
of the proposed administrator or en- 
gineer. Whereas the present govern- 
ment engineer in the state functions 
only in approving projects after they 
have been presented by the highway 
board, the suggested administrator 
would be empowered to initiate new 
projects to the extent of proposing 
them to the board and consulting 
with the highway body before adop- 
tion, 

It was not the idea of Senator 
George in talking over the plan yes- 
terday with Mr. MacDonald, Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace or President 
Roosevelt that thé proposed admin- 
istrator would have so much author- 
ity. As contemplated by him the fed- 
eral representative in the state would 
do little more than that now being 
done by the government engineer in 
Georgia. Under those circumstances it 
had been assumed here that the plan 
would be entirely acceptable to Gov- 
ernor Talmadge and state authorities, 
and it was on this understanding that 
the statement was made last night 
that the governor was expected to 
assent. 

Different Views Held. 


As it now develops, Senator George 
and Chief MacDonald had _ entirely 
different conceptions of the authority 
to be given the administrator. 

The plan itself developed during the 
conferences the senior Georgia senator 
held yesterday with Secretary Wal- 
lace and Mr. MacDonald preliminary 
to the senator’s later talk with the 
president. Officials had pointed this 
course out to Senator George as the 
only “legal” one open to gain release 
of the funds pending a final decision 
on the highway litigation in the state 
courts. 

Since it had the appearance of a 


compromise, designed, on the one hand, | 


to give Georgia immefliate use of the 
$10,000,000 due it, and as a face 
saver, on the other, for departmental 
officials who have been withholding 
the funds, Senator George felt that it 
would be acceptable all areund.

Differ on Bureau Course. 

Senator George and other members

It is the senior senator's conten- 
tion, based upon a number of prece- 
dents and decisions, that the board is 
fully competent to serve in expending 
the funds, even though it may be con- 
ceded to be a de facto body. 

Attorney-General Cummings should 
be the final authority on this point, 
but whether he touched on this phase 
of the controversy in the opinion he 
was requested to write on the subject 
for Secretary Wallace continues to 
remain a mystery.

I insisted 
upon the release of the funds to the 
state highway commission without 
alification.

“Supervision Suggestion Made. — 

“In the course of conference with 
officials of the agriculture depart- 
ment and bureau of public roads the 
suggestion was made that possibly an 
arrangement could be worked out by 
which the highway fund could be at 
ence made available to the state. No 
definite arrangement was suggested 
or submitted but only the possibility 
of an arrangement between the bu- 
reau of public roads and the state 
highway board was discussed. The 
arrangement which it was suggested 
might be worked out involved only 
the designation by the president of a 
special engineer,.to co-operate with 
the state highway board and its engi- 
neers in administration of the funds. 

“Insisting that the money be turned 
over to the state highway board with- 
out qualification I transmitted to the 
governor of the state the suggestion 
made with the expressed satement that 
the proposed arrangement must have 
the “approval of the state authorities 
in any event. 

Seeks Release of Fund. 

“IT have made no proposal other 
than the straight release of the high- 
way funds to the state. I have mere- 
ly communicated with the state au- 
thority looking to a possible agreeable 
solution of a complex and difficult 
situation which already exists. 

“The appropriation is not to be 
matched by the state which incurs no 
obligation whatever. I understand it 
to be the position of those who are 
charged with administration of the 
funds that designation of an engineer 
to co-operate with the state highway 
board and its engineers in the —— 
istration of the fund pending the s 
tlement of the suit involving the or- 
ganization of the highway depart- 
ment by the courts of the state is as 
far as the federal officials will go. 

“I wish it distinctly understood 
that I have insisted that any arrange- 
ment other than the cutright uncon- 
ditional release of the funds must be 
acceptable to the authorities of the 
state. My purpose has been to ob- 
tain the money for use in the state 
as —- as possible. 

“During all of my discussions the 
name of no particular engineer was 
suggested, but any arrangement that 
might be reached would, of course, be 
subject to the express approval of 
the highway department.”

on Farmers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(7)— 
Claiming cotton ginners in the south 
were charging by agreement two 
prices and that they were refusing to 
store farmers’ cotton seed, Represen- 
tative Patman, of Texas, said today 
the department of justice was sending 
agents to one complaining territory 
to investigate. 

Patman said there were “a few Al 
Capones and “Pretty Boy” Floyds in 
the cotton oil business who are intim- 
idating the ginners and owners of 
other cotton oil mills” by making 
them believe the government was 
hind the practices they imposed. On 
the contrary, he said, proposed codes 
for the industry not only had not 
been approved but would not be as 
they included regulations already 
condemned by the federal trade com- 
mission. 

He said he had been promised co- 
operation by agriculture department 
officials who had received complaints 
similar to those reaching him. Pat- 
man said he also had asked Attorney- 
General James VY. Allred, of Texas, 
to take immediate action against all 
offenders,- and that he himself was 
leaving for Texas tomorrow to work 
on the situation in his state. 

“Ginners refusing to enter the con- 
spiracy are threatened with having 
their charters annulled. Such a threat 
is ridiculous and cannot be carried 
out, but if they do enter into such 
an agreement their charters maygbe 
annulled.” 

Patman said that while codes for 
the cotton oil mills and gins have been 
filed they are not effective until ap- 
proved by the president.

MORGANTOWN, W. Va., Aug. 

18.—(UP)—Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt came into the hills of West Vir- 
ginial today to see for herself how 
the minérs live. 
After spending a day trudging 
around visiting the homes, of aston- 
ished working folk, she left for her 
home at Hyde Park, N. Y. The visit 
was unheralded and many of the 
miners refused to believe that the tall, 
‘smiling visitor was the president's 
wife. 

Mrs. Roosevelt wanted to see what 
progress has* been made in relief and 
rehabilitation work among the miners’ 
families on Cheat Mountain, 12 miles 
fronr here. The American Society of 
Friends, for years active among the 
miners in social improvements, invited 
her and without so much as a hint 
to the White House, the first lady 
and a woman companion stepped in 
an automobile and lost themselves 
to the rest of the world for more than 
two days. 

“Case workers”—friends in active 
charge of the playgrounds, shops and 
home training courses being develop- 
ed in the mining sections—met Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Lorena Hickok, of dem- 
ocratic national headquarters, when 
they drove @heir automobile into the 
foothills Wednesday night. They 
guided the visitors up the winding 
dirt roads to Arnettsville where they 
spent the night with the L. D. 
Worcks family. Worck is superintend- 
ent of a mine there. 

Thursday morning Mrs. Roosevelt 
began her tour, escorted by Worck 
and a few county and Morgantown of- 
ficials and with a big lunch basket 
packed by Mrs. Worck.

HAVANA, Aug. 18.—(4)—Presi- 
dent Carlos Manuel de Cespedes prom- 
ised Cuba today it would have “jus- 
tice, law and order” under his admin- 
istration and urged the closest co- 
operation by the United States. 

The president, chosen provisionally 
by congress after the flight Saturday 
of former President Gerardo Machado, 
declared he expected, no general elec- 
tion before 1934. 

Indication of Washington's confi- 
dence in the new regime was given 
today when the United States de- 
stroyer Taylor was ordered to leave 
Havana harbor.

Father of Expanding Universe Idea 
Will Lecture on Theory at Capitol 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—New 


advances in man’s understanding of | “cosmic force,” 


the past and future of his mysterious 
universe, a puzzle so far unsolved, may 
be made here next winter as a young 
Belgian priest ‘looks up at the stars. 

The priest, world-famous as a sci- 
entist for his theories of how the uni- 


verse is put together and whence it 
came, is Abbe George Le Maitre, of 
the University of Louvain. He is 
one of perhaps half a dozen scientists | 


who have had a “universe named after | 
them.” | 

Abbe Le Maitre will spend the com- | 
ing academic year lecturing on “As- | 
tronomical Applications of the The- | 
ory of Relativity” at the Catholic Uni- | 
versity of America here, as a visting | 
professor.’ Among scientists his | 


} 


fame ranks with that of Professor | 


Albert Einstein. Abbe Le Maitre’s 
theory that the universe is expanding 
at terrific speed has been declared | 
by Einstein to be “the most satisfac- | 
tory theory yet presented.” 

A giant atom, in which all the | 
material in the universe as we now | 
know it was concentrated, is Abbe Le | 
Maitre’s explanation of how the uni- 
verse began. This huge atom ex- 
arms and the fragments still are 
lying apart, 10 billion years after. 
That is a nutshell picture of the “Le 
Maitre universe.” There also have | 
been the “Einstein universe,” the “De | 
Sitter universe,” and others trying | 
to explain how things came to be | 
as they are today. | 

There are two forces at work in 
the universe, working against each 
other, Abbe Le Maitre explained on 
his last visit to this country, last Jan- 
uary. One is gravitation, the force 
that holds us anchored to earth, the 


we know it must have occurred, he 


other a_ little-understood, explosive 


Ten billion years ago, gravitation 
had the upper hand. It held all mat- 
ter in the universe locked together in 
one huge atom. Then the “cosmic 
force” gained supremacy, as steam 
generates pressure within a boiler, and 
the atom burst. Its fragments flew 
apart at increasing speed, thousands 
of miles per second. 

Astronomers today think they see 
evidence of this. The great nebulae, 
giant whirling clouds of stars, far out 
in space, seem to be receding from 
the earth and from each other at 
speeds beyond human ken, as much as 
15.000 miles per second. 

This “explosion” of the universe 
probably will go on for an indefinite 
ly long time in the future, but it is 
headed in the direction of destruction, 
the Abbe holds. New atoms, he 
said, cannot be built up spontaneous- 


ly to replace those being broken down 
by the cosmic force in the expansion 
process. 

Evidence of this tremendous ancient 
explosion is found in the famous and 
mysterious cosmic ray, Abbe Le 
Maitre believes. They are like sparks 
and wisps of smoke lingering after 
a blast of fireworks. We did not see 
this original cosmic fireworks blast, 
but from the cosmic ray “sparks” that 
have lingered behind 10 billion years, 


SAaVsS, 

The rays, now raising on earth a 
continuous, invisible shower, may 
have been circling through space ever 


since the universe began expanding 
and for the first time are encoun- 
tering an object in their path, ac- 
cording to Abbe Le Maitre. 


AID FOR CONSUMERS 
BECAUSE OF ‘FEUD 


CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—(/)—Satsis- 
faction that his resignation as direc- 
tor of the consumers’ board of the 
NRA would result in the effect he de- 
sired was expressed today by Profes- 
sor William F. Ogburn, University of 
Chicago social scientist. 

He denied his resignation from the 
Washington post last week was caused 
by any feud, and said it was aimed 
to attract attention of the opinion he 
held that no adequate provision for 


safeguarding the interest of the con- 
sumer had been set up under the re- 


covery program. 

“The general policies of the NRA 
are admirab!e,”’ Dr. Ogburn said. “But 
the weakest link is the provision for 
protection of the consumer, The emer- 
gency nature of this act must soon 
give away to a long time set up. What 
is needed is a comprehensive system 
of public checks on the reasonableness 
of prices which are fixed without re- 
straints of competition. There must 
be an adequate organization for gath- 
ering and interpreting the facts and 
figures relating to prices and quality.

Senator Says Government 


Waited Prosperity, Did) 


Not Enforce Law. 


DETROIT, Aug. 18.—(4)—United 
States Senator James Couzens charg- 
ed before the jury investigating bank 
closings here today that the suspen- 
sions were preceded by an “orgy of 
consolidation based on fictitious val- 
ues” and asserted the banks would 
have closed long before they did but 
for the government attitude of “wait- 
ing for prosperity to come around the 


corner.” 

Speaking bluntly and with emphat- 
ic poundings of the witness table, the 
white-haired senior senator from 
Michigan said the government pre- 
ferred to wait for prosperity rather 
than “enforce the law and close the 
banks,” 

It was Senator Couzens’ second 
day before the jury which for weeks 
has been investigating the closing the 
city’s two largest national banks, 

He charged that the Union Guard- 
ian Trust Co., of Detroit, accepted 
deposits for 20 days after its elffi- 
cials knew it was insolvent; that the 
closed First National Bank-Vetroit 
stands to lose a large part of $22,- 
190,000 in loans made to directors 
and employes through “poor judg- 
ment of federal bank ‘examiners ;” 
that the trust company “jockeyed” 
the childrens’ fund of Michigan—a 
$10,000,000 beneficence which he 
founded—out of $200,000; demanded 
an investigation of the trust company 
with a view to criminal prosecution, 
and declared that Wilson W. Alills, 
former chairman of the First Nation- 
al board, ‘“‘wrecked” the plana of 
Henry Ford to establish two aeow 
banks here. 

The Ford banks would have taken 
over the assets of the First Nation- 
al and the Guardian National Bank 
of Commerce, now under federal re- 
ceiverships, their closings the subject 
of the grand jury inquiry. 

“Public officials, he said, permit- 
ted the Detroit banks to remain open 
despite ‘their knowledge that the in- 
stitutions were unseund “on the the- 
ory that prosperity was just around 
thee corner.” 

“Public officials, from the president 
own, were holding out that hope to 
the people,” he said. “Washington 
did not approve of the condition of 
the banks. But the bad loans already 
had been made. The comptroller of 
the currency criticized the First Na- 
tional Bank-Detroit management, but 
if the comptroller had taken action 
to eliminate these matters the bank 
would have had to elose, because its 
capital was seriously affected. Wash- 
ington had to answer or to insist on 
the letter of the law and close the 
banks. This was not an easy ques- 
tion. They decided to wait. I don't 
have to agree with their action, but 
that was what they did. 

“All during the depression the ad- 
ministration was in the hands of the 
republicans. All during that time 
it was under control of my good friend 
Mr. Mellon (Andrew Mellon, former 
secretary of the treasury, with whom 
Couzens frequently was at odds) and 
Ogden L. Mills. They were dictating 
the policy of the treasury department. 
All the time they were violating the 
law in respect to their attitude to- 
ward national banks. Senator Car- 
ter Glass held subcommittee hearings 
in 1922 and got testimony from for- 
mer Comptroller Pole and F. G. 
Awalt, his deputy, that many banks 
were insolvent but were not closed 
because that would have wrecked the 
communities.”

The police board is to be com- 
mended for its action in ruling that 
no more police “courtesy” cards, 
of whatever description, be issued 
without its sanction. 

These cards have been used as 
one of the levers to extract money 
from Atlanta businessmen on the 
ground that their contributions 
would go to swell the police relief 
fund. 

As has been revealed in the hear- 
ings now going on before a special 
councilmanic committee, only 25 
per cent of these subscriptions ever 
reach this fund. The balance, with 
the exception of the comparatively 
small publication costs of a so- 
called “police annual,” has gone 
into. the pockets of professional 
solicitors. 

Many of those approached have 
testified that they thought they 
were contributing in whole or part 
to the relief fund, as the solicitors 
bore letters stating that ‘the de- 
partment is engaged in a drive for 
subscriptions for the Atlanta police 
benefit fund.” 

Such schemes should not be per- 
mitted, and the action of the police 
board in putting an end to the 
“courtesy” card deception should, 
and undoubtedly will, be followed 
by the banning in future of all 
schemes by which the promoters 
get the bulk of the money and the 
proposed beneficiaries but little. 

These funds are meritorious and

“When he is in his shirt sleeves,” 
writes a special correspondent in the 
Manchester Guardian, “when he is 
in’his shirt sleeves, or rather when he 
has his sleeves rolled back, Mussolini 
is an impressive figure. But when 
he wears a dress suit, he looks comi- 
cal. For he is essentially a peasant.” 

And not only a peasant by ancestry, 
but also by inclination. He is for- 


ever busy with the things of the land. 
From the point of view of the states- 
man this is correct, for nothing is 
more important than the agricultural 
situation in any given country, even 
in our highly industrialized es The 
farmer has always suffered from de- 
pressions throughout the ages. In 
feudalist times the barons, warring on 
each other, were in the habit of lay- 
ing Waste the countryside. That 
meant destroying the homesteads on 
the land of their rivals and killing 
off the peasants. Everybody took his 
revenge on the peasants. And they 
hardly ever fought back. They want- 
ed to get on with the job, for only a 
few weeks’ absence might queer the 
farm business for a whole year. 

“They murmur, but they stick,” 
says Mussolini, speaking of the 
peasants. That’s true, but it is also 
true that in the case of the Italian 
peasants they have nowhere else to 
go at present. Yet new land is as 
necessary as bread to them. The 
present Italian colonies are not dis- 
tinguished by fertility. That Musso- 
lini has ceased to use flamboyant 
langauge in demanding land for the 
Italian plow does not mean that he 
has given up the idea. Far from it. 
He cannot give up that idea. 

“We must expand or blow up,” he 
said once. This has always been 
thought to mean expand at the cost 
of France. But France and Italy 
are coming together at last. Musso- 
lini, the peasant apparently has yet 
another peasant peculiarity: shrewd- 
ness.

Health Talks

IT IS HIGH TIME TO REGULATE 
THE SPECIALISTS. | 

The laws regulating the practice of 
medicine in various states or prov- 
inces seem at first sight absurdly 
heterogeneous, but when you consider 
the petty annoyances and indignities 
these trick laws impose upon the rep- 
utable doctor who seeks to move 
from one place to another, and how 
little they bother the quacks who ride 
circuit, you perceive that the chief 
purpose of these laws is graft and 
patronage. They make a large number 
of soft jobs for the politicians to be- 
stow upon their friends. And the 
“fees” exacted from physicians who 
seek a license to practice are Just 80 
much velvet. 

In the first place, one may reason- 
ably ask, where do all these cand!- 
dates for license to practice get their 
degrees, if not from institutions spon- 
sored or authorized by the state to 
grant such degrees? And if the state 
authorizes a college or university to 
grant the degree“of Doctor of Medi- 
cine, is it not a reflection on the 
honor of the college or university 
granting the degree when the state in- 
sists on re-examining the graduate to 
see whether he is fit to have the de- 
gree of Doctor of Medicine? Of 
course this isn’t the reason for the ex- 
amination to which the physician is 
subjected when he applies for his 
license. GRAFT is the reason. He 
must put down a hundred berries for 
the boys to play with. It is a great 
scheme, for the politicians. The state 
ought to be ashamed to countenance 


it. 

Another odd thing in reference to 
the regulation of the practice of medi- 
cine is that the public has absolutely 
no assurance, and indeed the state or 
province has no check whatever on 
the capacity or the qualifications of 
any doctor who chooses to hold him- 
self out as a specialist or a surgeon. 
Once the doctor has laid down his 
hundred simoleons. and “passed” his 
examination, what the h do the 
boys on the board of medical exam- 
iners or. the educational officers of 
the state care what line of work he 
pleases to do? It’s entirely up to the 
doctor himself to decide that. and 
quite legally the moment he receives 
his license he may begin the practice 
of any specialty he elects. 

If the state is to continue this 
farcical “licensing” of physicians, it 
seems high time that the law should 
fix some reasonable minimum stand- 
ard of qualification for the physician 
and surgeon who would engage in 
practice as a specialist. It is unlikely 
that our national medical organiza- 
tion will ever take any vigorous steps 
to curb the specialism evil, which 
has grown to outlandish proportions 
in recent years. Surely any doctor 
who purposes to hold himself out as 
a specialist should required to 
have at least 10 years of experience 
in general practice before he is grant- 
ed the privilege of posing as a spe- 
cialist.

Farm administrators plan to seek an 
answer to a knotty question arising 
out of the farm and recovery pro- 
grams—determination of what consti- 
tutes a “normal” profit for the tex- 
tile industry. 

They announced today they contem- 
plate an early cost study as a result 
of a series of conflicting complaints 
which have brought them a steady 
stream of callers since the NRA labor 
code and the processing tax of 4.2 
cents a pound on cotton were put into 
effect, 

They said they have complaints that 
cotton manufacturers in some in- 
stances “are attempting to make ab- 
normal profits by pyramiding their la- 
bor costs and the processing tax.” 


They are considering holding an 
early hearing, they said, and at this 
they intend calling representatives of 
the textile industry as witnesses, to 
ask them to testify under oath and to 
present their books showing costs of 
production and profits. 

Must Determine “Abnormal Profits.” 

The administrators face as a re- 
sult the problem of determining what 
are “abnormal profits” and what is 
a fair profit before they can ascer- 
tain whether there has been pyramid- 
ing of the processing tax which went 
into effect August 1. 

Administrators admitted they have 
some hesitancy in opening the ques-| 
tion which may require valuation 
studies of plants and variances in pro- 
duction costs and other elements re- 
specting return on capital which have 
been the subject of numerous court 
tests in railway and public utility liti- 
gation, 

Administrators said: “Certain rep- 
resentatives of the textile industry are

Complicated as the ambassador's 
part was in the confusion of passion- 
ate cross-currents, he kept it very 
simple. His role was that of a friend 
and neighbor who placed his good 
offices at the service of the Machado 
government and the opposition. The 
American embassy became a Glearing 
house for all plans for relief from a 
situation which had become intoler- 
able.

If he had resigned then, 
I think we might have had a peace- 
ful solution without bloodshed, with- 
out the action of the army and with 
less political and economic derange- 
ment. He might have resigned under 
the pressure of his own party leaders 
if he had not been subjected to ad- 
vice based on false premises.” ;

Credit Help to Potential 
: Markets Considered. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—()— 
The possibility of working out finan- 
cial arrangements for the sale of. a 
quantity of cotton to Russia or other 
potential markets unable to buy with- 
out credit help will be among means 
of aiding the crop that will be dis- 
cussed Monday with Secretary Wal- 
lace by a congressional delegation.

OPEN SHOP POLICY

shop clause as did the steel industry

approve its company union provision, 
Right To Organize. 

As required by the recovery law, the 
automobile code sets forth the right of 
organized labor to bargain collectively 
through representatives of its own 
choosing without restraint or interfer- 
ence from the employers and to join 
whatever unions it pleases. Then, the 
code says: 

“Under the foregoing provision, 
the employers in the industry may 
continue the open shop policy under 
which the selection, retention and ad- 
vancement of employes will be on the 
basis of individual merit without re- 
gard to their affiliation or non-af- 
filiation with any labor or other or- 
ganization.” 

Richberg urged that the open sho 
reference .be eliminated. Althoug 
such was not the intent, he said, the 
phrase lent itself to a general in- 
terpretatiog as a declaration ‘rom 
the industry that it will not abide 
by the requirement of the recovery 
law in return for its benefit. 

“In the first place, the words 
‘open shop policy’ either have a def- 
inite meaning attached to them in- 
evitably or else they are so ambigu- 
ous as not to amount to a statement 
of liev,” Richberg said. 

“In the second place, the words 
‘may continue’ give an apparent sanc- 
tion to previous labor policies which 
might in clear violation of the 
law if continued. Therefore the le- 
gal construction of this phrase be- 
comes very important. , 

“Regardless of what interpretation 
you may desire to have placed upon 
this, as a question of legal construc- 
tion we must face the facts as to 
the use of language and we cannot 
incorporate into the provision of a 
law, or any action taken by the 
president under the approval of law, 
of a phrase which may be subject 
to widespread counter-construction. 

On Basis of Merit. 

“In this connection General John- 
son desires to have it made clear, and 
asks me to make it very clear, that 
in his opinion it is a proper con- 
struction of the law and would not be 
a modification of the law to make a 
statement such as is included, in 
part, in this paragraph, to the effect 
that the selection, retention and ad- 
vancement of employes will be on 
the basis of individual merit without 
regard to their affiliation or non- 
affiliation with any labor or other 
organization. 

“And I assume he has expressed 
that opinion to you and I wanted to 
confirm it in this public hearing. 
Explicitly he states that in his opin- 
ion it is proper for an employer 
to maintain a poliey under which 
men may be employed whether they 
belong to a union or not and where- 
by their selection, retention and ad- 
vancement will be on the basis of in- 
dividual n@erit without regard to 
their affiliation or non-affiliation 
with any labor or other organization.

Farm Relief Program De- 
pendent on Quick Price 
Advance, Cobb Told. 


MOULTRIE, Ga., Aug. 18.—()— 
Difficulty will arise in putting into 
effect a farm adjustm: t program 
next year unless immediate action is 
taken to boost prices, E. C. West- 
brook, cotton and tobacco specialist 
of the Georgia extension service, has 
warned Cotton Administrator C. A. 
Cobb. 

Mr. Westbrook wrote a_ letter, 
pointing out “cotton is selling on the 
Moultrie market this morning for 8 
cents a pound. The recent decline in 
the price of cotton has greatly dis- 


couraged the farmers with the farm | 


relief program.” 


Westbrook told -Cobb that “if some- | 
thing is not done immediately to in- | 


crease the price of cotton and give 
the farmers some additional assur- 
ance of the success of the program, 
it will be rather difficult to put into 
effect a program for next year and 
other years. 

“I know you are doing everything 
»ossible to work out seme method to 
bring about an improvement in the 
present situation,” the letter con- 
tinued. “I want to urge that no time 
be lost in bringing plans to this end 
to an early conclusion.” 

Westbrook called attention to a 
telegram sent Cobb last Saturday by 
A. W. Simpson Jr., which read: 

“Cottonseed prices and gin situa- 
tion here 1s critical. Independent gin- 
ners are informed by oil men that the 
vin code prohibited storage of seed 
by the ginner. Are these the facts 
of code? ‘Bhis situation is forcing 
farmers to sell on a depressed market 
or store at home at extra expense. 
They cannot afford to do either. This 
forced marketing has resulted in $12 
10 $14 for seed with meal at $26 to 
%30 and hulls $10 to $12. Such 
prices are ruinous to farmers. Ac- 
tion on this will greatly affect cotton 
program in the future. Can some- 
thing be done immediately?’ 

Westbrook added: “We have not 
had an answer to this wire. We 
would greatly appreciate an early ex- 
pression from you regarding this sit- 
uation.”

Resolutions urging the Fulton 
county grand jury to recommend adop- 
tion of the Ellis health law in Fulton 
county were approved unanimously 
Friday night by the public health com- 
mittee of the Fulton County Medical 
Society, acting for the society.

THREE SENTENCED. 


Three others seized in the Arling- 
ton Park race already have been sen- 
tenced to Leavenworth penitentiary 
on charges of possession of narcotics. 
They were Chauncey Berger, for 
three years; Jack Pride, for two 
years, and William Cooney, for one 
year. They were stable hands. 

Government investigators said the 
horses were “doped” usually about 
4° minutes before the race if they 
were wanted to win and a longer 
time before if they were expected to 
Jose.

Chicago Courts Send 40 
to Prison; Farmer Kills 
Three and Self. 


By the Associated Press. 
. While the Chicago courts were sen- 
tencing 40 criminals to prison Fri- 


day, five persons at Grand Haven, 
Mich., were wounded in battle be- 
tween four bandits and employes of 
a bank who were aided by citizens. 
One of the robbers, wounded by a 
clerk in a furniture store next door 
to the bank, was. captured. 

The robbers fled with $2,000 in 
loot, but this was recovered when 
they were forced to abandon a stol- 
en automobile. Two of.the wound- 
ed were employes of the bank. ‘The 
other two persons were bystanders. 

In Chicago, Chief of Detectives 
William Shoemaker said two notori- 
ous ex-convicts—Charles Connors and 
Basil Banghart, of Detroit—had been 
identified from photographs as the 
two men who escaped from a huge 
dragnet set by Chicago police Tues- 
day for the kidnapers of John (Jake 
the Barber) Factor, wanted in Eng- 
land for alleged swindling. 

Heavy sentences was Friday's or- 
der in Chicago’s war on crime. One 
youth who pleaded guilty to holding 
up a restaurant was’ sentenced to 
serve one year to life. Four of those 
sentenced were women. 

Near Murfreesboro, Tenn., Clem 
Wright, a 33-year-old farmer, shot 
his father to death as he sat on the 
porch of his home and then slew two 
neighbors whom he met on the road. 
After wounding his brother and a 
companion, Wright was surrounded 
in a church yard and killed himself. 

In other parts of the nation, the 
law pressed its efforts to bring to jus- 
tice the lawless. 

Here’s what happened at a glance: 

From Springtown, Ark., came word 
police had flung a dragnet over three 
states to trap Leroy Wright, alleged 
desperado pal of Police-Slain Gene 
Johnson reputed confederate of the 
Underhill gang, wanted in connection 
with the Urschel kidnaping.. Posses 
searched over Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Arkansas with bloodhounds and ma- 
chine guns. 

In Rockford, Ill, Mrs. May Han- 

son stoutly maintained she was in- 
nocent of the torch murder of her 
husband, Earl. She was held on a 
warrant charging “murder by burn- 
ing.” 
Washington, D. C., sent word that 
President Roosevelt, in a letter to 
Colonel James A. Moss, president- 
general of the United States Flag 
Association, approved of “the cru- 
sade against crime” being conducted 
by the organization’s national Coun- 
cil of ’76. 

In Malvern, Ark., quadruple funer- 
al services were held for the victims 
of a poison plot to which officers 
said Mark H. Shank, Akron, Ohio, at- 
torney, has confessed. 

In Nogales, Ariz., George J. 
Shaughnessy, 18-year-old Albany, N, 
Y., confessed slayer of Lon Blanken- 
ship, Tucson automobile dealer, was 
sentenced to be hanged. 

From Kansas City, Kan., came re- 
ports that W. L. Vandeventer, United 
States district attorney, expressed be- 
lief that at least five gangsters par- 
ticipated in the slaughter of four of- 
ficers and their prisoner, Frank 
Nash, at the Union station plaza 
June 17. 

And in San Quentin, Cal., prison, 
Joseph Francis Regan, 26 years old, 
was hanged for the murder of Hugh 
Crowley, Los Angeles county police- 
man, 


CRAZED FARMER SLAYS 
THREE MEN AND SELF 


MURFREESBORO, Tenn., Aug. 
18.—(7)—A young farmer, believed | 
to have gone suddenly insane, went 
on a rampage with a shotgun today, 
killed three men instantly, wounded 
two others, terrorized the rural.com- 
munity of Link for almost an hour 
and then’ committed suicide rather 
than surrender to officers who had 
him surrounded in a chureh yard. 

The killer was Clem Wright, 33, 
and his victims were his father, John 
Wright, 60, and two neighbors, Will 
Douglas, 45, and Littleton J. Smoth- 
erman, 40. Hes Wright, brother of 
Clem, and Herman Pape were wound- 
ed, but are expected to recover. 

John Wright was shot to death 
as he emerged from his home onto 
the back porch to reply to his sons 
question about some harness. Clem 
then started down the road and killed 
Douglas as the latter was leaving his 
daughter’s home. 

our men passing in a Wagon next 
drew fire from Wright’s single-bar- 
rel gun. Smotherman was killed and 
Pope and Hes Wright wounded. 

Returning to his father’s house, 
where he also lived, Clem called for 
his sister, Mamie, but she remain 
inside and did not reply. A relative, 
who was with rer, leveled his gun 
on Clem through a window, but the 
sister prevailed on him not to shoot. 

News of the killings spread rapidly 
and women and children went mto 
hiding while their menfolk stood 
guard. 

Officers, summoned from Murfrees- 
boro, 15 miles away, hurried to the 
scene and found Clem in the yard of 
the old Lebanon Methodist church. 
They called on him to surrender but 
instead of complying he turned and 
ran qui¢kly behind the church and 
shot himself, dymg instantly.

GARMENT MAKERS 
WILL END STRIKE 


- Expected.To Return To 
-Work by Monday. . 


By the Associated Press. 

Strikes in the garment, hosiery and 
coal industries kept government media- 
tors busy in scattered sections of the 
nation yesterday. 

Grover A. Whalen, NRA chief in 
New York, brought 60,000 striking 
garment workers and manufacturers 
closer to an agreement in New York 
and Governor Gifford Pinchot secured 
a truce in Pennsylvania’s troubled an- 
thractte fields. 

After manufacturers accepted the 
demand of the garment strikers for 
the principle of collective bargaining, 
Whalen predicted workers fighting in 


New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and Connecticut against the sweat- 
shop and for higher wages, would re- 
turn to work by Monday. 

Unemployed miners, demanding a 
share of the work in Schuylkill county, 
Pennsylvania, agreed to cease picket- 
ing until Monday at the request of 
Governor Pinchot. 

Meanwhile, the national labor board, 
created under NRA to settle labor dis- 
putes, accepted Pinchot’s invitation to 
send a negotiator to the anthracite 
region. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—(>)— 
Early settlement of the strike of 60,- 
000 -garment workers seemed assured 
today as a result of the mediation ef- 
forts of former Police Commissioner 
Grover A. Whalen, NRA chief in New 
York. 


The National Association of Dress 
Manufacturers, ge a mane the. prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining, paved 
the way for return of the strikers in 
New York, New Jersey, Connecticut 
and eastern Pennsylvania by Monday. 

Collective bargaining was the lead- 
ing feature of a four-point compromise 
reached by. representatives of the In- 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, which ordered the strike, and 
contractors at an all-night conference 
with Whalen. 

Meanwhile the strike area between 
30th and 40th streets, policed by hun- 
dreds of officers, remained quiet. 
Generally the strike has been one of 
the most peaceful in recent years. 

Whalen, appearing before 400 of the 
manufacturers, pleaded for ratifica- 
tion of the four-point program—the 
tentative basis for settlement of the 
strike. 

Collective bargaining, he told the 
manufactures, was a part of the 
guarantee of the national industrial 
recovery act. By recognizing the in- 
ternational union, he said, the manu- 
facturers and jobbers would acquire 
a strong weapon to be used against 
communist workers who cause trou- 
ble in the industry. 

“You have done a fine, a patriotic 
job and I congratulate you and we'll 
all go back to work Monday,” Wha- 
len. told the manufacturers after the 
ratifying vote was taken. 

Plans were made immediately for 
a conference betweén strike leaders 
and contractors to debate the fifth 
point stressed by the workers’ wages. 
At the same conference the agreement 
on collective bargaining will be per- 
fected. 

One of the important points in the 
agreement is compromise fixing a 35- 
hour week. David Dubinsky, head of 
the workers’ union, accepted this plan 
after fighting a futile battle for a 
30-hour week.

SUCCUMBS IN INDIA 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—()—Rev. 
Charles Edward Parker, a missionary 
in India under the board of foreign 
missions of the Methodist Episcopal 
church for 32 years, died in India 
yesterday after a short illness, accord- 
ing to cabled advices received by the 
board today.
